The reviewer does not give Mr. Marston 
credit for much skill in the mechanical 
part of his art; and probably there is 
some justice in his strictures ; howbeit he 
is not liberal in his praises. The merit of 
Marston is in our estimation most conspi- 
cuous in some of his lectures and essays ; 
and for elegance, tenderness, ideal, per- 
ception, and subtile suggestion, there are 
few who can be with justice compared to 
him. In the present state of the drama 
there is little scope for psychological 
writing; the intricacies of emotion and the 
workings of a heart flowing with love and 
devotion not affording sufficient interest 
tor the excitement-lovers who flock to 
melodrama and spectacle, Until a purer 
and a more poetical taste is evolved,. there 
is little chance of popularity for poets of 
the stamp of Mr. Marston.

Piping times of peace t re- 
pose and tranquillity in art; now we seek 
forthe trumpet and the battle. Afar off 
there is the shout of many nations. Gal-
